CARE SHOULD BE MEN 


During the Hot Weather—Some Facts 
AboutHeatGxhauslion andSunstroke 


While the •weather is excessively 


warm too much care cannot lie taken 
by those who are exposed. Many are 
oat in the Ban during the hottest part 
of the day and others are equally at 
the mercy of the heat by being closed 
np in factories and room?. Dr. A. F. 
Wilhelmy offers the following in cose 
of persons suffering from the heat: 


Sunstroke or thermic fever is a con- 


dition produced by excessive exposure 
in the sou's rays in those who ore 
working very bard, walking a great 
amount and those andor the influence 
of alcoholic liqnor. This is felt com- 
ing on first by pains in the head, 
dizziness, a feeling of oppression and 
sometimes uanaeating feeling in the 
stomach and vomiting. Objects before 
the eyes become colored and later are 
entirely obliterated. The face is flashed 
and the body hot and feeling as if it 
were burning up. 


Insensibility soon follows and, if 


not at least 
relieved immediately, 


death soon follows. 


The 
immediate treatment is to 


remove the party to a cool place, 
remove the clothing, and if possible 
givea cool bath ; rob the body with ice 
and, having sent for a physician, con- 
tinue this treatment until his arrival. 


Hent exhaustion 
is produced by 


prolonged exposure to a high tempera- 
ture, as in close ventilated rooms, 
artificial boat in factories, bakeries, 
etc. 


The party so affected becomes weak 


aur1. faint, skin becomes cool and moist, 
contrary to that of sunstroke. Breath' 
ing ia hurried and insensibility fol- 
lows, but not so quickly as in sun- 
stroke. 


The treatment for this is to give 


stimulants immediately, 
such 
as 


whisky and hot drinks. If possible, 
give a hot bath. 
Apply 
heat to 


extremities; and 
give 
inhalations 


of 
ammonia. 
As in sunstroke, a 


physician's services had theii better 
be obtained. 


Those who are exposed to the sun 


and great artificial heat, should dress 
cool. Clothing should be loose, light 
in weight as well as color. 


Abstain from excessive use of cold 


drinks, 
alcoholics 
and indigestible 


foods.

when the sugar trust maguato gave iu

the collar were quite noticaablo. Con- 
tributory to this condition, doubtless, 
was the fact so frankly admitted that

Mexico and California, where volcano 
baths are frequently taken on account 
of tlicir recuperative and invigorating 
properties. The bathers do not plunge 
into cither hot water or lava, as neither 
exist in the craters used for bathe, nor 
do any flames or sulphurous vapors 
arise from tl;e hollows. The substance 
into which the volcano liather lowers 
himself is ice-cold mud, ot tbe consist- 
ency of freshly-mixed mortar. These 
volcanoes, which are among the won- 
ders of California, are fairly numerous, 
there being 25 in Uie Mendocino dis- 
trict, which throw up mud instead of 
lava when they are in eruption. The 
method of bathing Is simple, if not com- 
fortable, and is attended with risk.

The best results f 01 
muffins in which poultry of any sort 
is used are obtained fiom a long bak- 
ing in a moderate oven.— Mrs. Eorer, 
in^Ladies' Home Journal.

An airship, the invention of Arcidae

is a balloon and was propelled in all di- 
rections even in the face of a stiff wind, 
laid mode to rise and sink by motions ol 
Aluminum, propellers run by the chain 
and sprocket taken from a bicycle, the 
power being the inventor. The tria 
lasted an hour and was a success 
every way, the ship being- navig-ated a 
a height of 50 feet.

lers of aluminum, working withou 
cover at the end of hollow shafts at th 
side of the machine.

Ihaft the airship is driven forwarc

•baft It goes back. If thrown on top B 
»s to revolve at right angles to the nor 
mal position, the machine rises an. 
when placed underneath itsinks. Eac] 
propeller is independent of the othe 
In its position and by revolving one for 
ward and one back the machine can b 
made to turn. The basket and ma- 
chinery weigh 78 pounds.

United States to China in the fiscal yea: 
•.bout to end will be larger than thost 
of any preceding year in our history 
A decade ago the exports to China were 
less than $3,000,000, and to China and 
Hong-Kong combined were little ove: 
$8,000,000. In the fiscal year 1999 our 
exports to China will be more than $13, 
000,000, and to Hong-Kong more than 
W.000,000, making a total to China and 
Hong-Kong of over $20,000,000, or mon 
than three times as much as a decade 
•artier. 


That the bulk of the exports to Hong 


Kong may properly be considered as 
Ultimately destined for consumption in 
China is shown by the fact that the 
official reports of the imports into 
China show that over 44 per cent, oi 
their imports are from the port oi 
Hong-Kong. The 1809 exports to China 
and Hong-Kong combined will show a 
gain of nearly or quite 25 per cent. 
over those of last year, while the total 
exports from the United States for the 
6scal year 1899 will be little if any in 
excess of those of last year, thus show- 
tog a more rapid growth in our exports 
to this particular part of the world 
than elsewhere.

Morgan. 


This proceeding tvas a closing'act in 


one of the most peculiar cases in Texas 
courts. Warfleld and Mrs. Will B. Mor- 
ris entertained an affection for each 
other. Mrs. Morris' husband secured 
an injunction restraining 
VTarfleld 


from going near or communicating 
with his wife. 


Warfleld repeatedly violated the in- 


junction and was adjudged to be in 
sontempt of court by Judge Morgan, 
who fined him $100 and ordeied him 
sent to jail for three days. Warfield 
appealed at once, taking the case to 
the court of criminal appeals. After 
weeks of waiting* that tribunal affirmed 
the order of the lower court. A re- 
hearing was afterward granted and it 
was overruled.

The decision of the court says the 
right of free speech, guaranteed by tiie 
constitution, shall not be exercised in 
breaking up the family relations. 


WAS A GOVERNMENT PLATE. 


Zanzibar does not appear to be a par 


Ocularly desirable place lor an Amer- 
ican consul, but the state department 
has about decided to permit Robert 
.Mansfield, of Aluncie, Ind., to try hit 
fortunes there. Early in the present 
administration Col. John Billheimer, ol 
Washington, Ind., who had f ruled to gel 
the collector of internal revenue ap- 
pointment, was given the consulship to 
Zanzibar as a consolation plum for the 
loss of the office for which he had ap- 
plied. Col. Billheimer sailed for his post 
in high glee, but after a short residence 
there concluded he had rather be in In- 
diana without an office than be higb 
chief mogul of all Zanzibar. He threw 
up his commission without ceremony 
and positively declined to return, and 
since he came back "to America there 
has been no consul from this country to 
Zanzibar. 


Zanzibar was brought prominently 


Into public notice and the consulcjhlp 
immortalized by Judge Riley, a well- 
known character who hails from Ac- 
comae county, Virginia, but who has 
long been a familiar figure in Washing- 
toil hotel lobbies. Several years ago 
when Judge Kiley was consul at Zanzi- 
bar there was a large and dusky queen 
of one of the tribes who persisted in 
taking her morning bath in a cunning 
stream near the consulate. Tnough of 
royal blood she wore only the usual 
tropical dress, almost as scant as that 
of Eve, and the circumspect judge from 
Accomac determined that he would not 
have the sacred precincts of the consul- 
ate desecrated by the queen's flounder- 
ing around in the brook. 


But her royal highness persisted in 


annoying the judge, who charged a 
double-barreled shotgun with small 
bird shot, arid turned it loose at the 
queen the next time she went in bath- 
ing. 
The charge was a heavy one, 


though the shot was light, and when 
they struck various portions of the 
queen's nnatom3* she uttered a shrieli 
and left the vicinity.

WON'T BUT NEW UNIFORMS, 


Naval OOtoera Succeed la flavin* •• 


Obnoxious Order Revok«4

ficers of the navy when they heard the 
secretary of the navy had revoked the 
order requiring them 'to buy $100 worth 
of new uniforms by October 1, 1900. 
They made such earnest protest and 
there was such a unanimity to the ob- 
jection raised to any change in the of 
ficial apparel of the service that Secre- 
tary Long 
reconsidered his order, 


which he had evidently signed without 
much consideration and on the recom 
mendation of an officer who is consid- 
ered a crank on the subject. 


The announcement that the order ha« 


been entirely revised and that no ma- 
terial change will be made in the uni- 
form, means the saving to officers of a 
good deal of money.
